UF CHAMBERLAIN 


Ridiculed by Lord Rosebery in 
Speech in London 


Former Premier Calls Chamberlain 
‘‘a Modern Jeremiah” — Evils 
Complained of by Chamber- 
lain Exist Only in His 
Imagination. 


London, November 25.—Lord Rosebery 
spoke to three thousand persons on the 
fiscal question at the Surrey theater to- 
night. His lordship's remarks were for 
the most part devoted to ridiculing Jo- 
seph Chamberlain and his policy. Lord 
Rosebery referred to Mr. Chamberlain as 
“a modern Jeremiah,” whose assertions 
that the country had been desolated were 
refuted by the facts. Mr. Chamberlain 
said the country was ruined, while Mr. 
Balfour, on the other hand, said the coun- 
try was extremeiy prosperous, but soon 
would be ruined. The board of trade blue 
bcok, hawever, had decided against both 
of these contentions. 

The speaker said that the condition of 
the people generally had been improved, 
while the workingmen were enjoying 
greater prosperity. If distress existed 
the country, it was because of the 
unwise expenditures of the government, 
which during the last decade has increas- 
ed 62 per cent, while during the previous 
ten years there had been an increase of 
only 7 per cent. 

‘Instead of curbing this growing expen- 
diture,”’ said Lord Rosebery, Mr. Cham- 
berlain discovered a disease which had 
no existence and praposed a remedy 
which would make the disease worse— 
namely, the increase in the cost of every 
commodity.”’ 

The real outcome of Mr. Chamberlain's 
policy, his lordship believed, wou.d be a 


lstate of socialism. 


“The first result of Mr. Chamberlain's 
continued Lord Rosebery, ‘would 
pe to plunge Great Britain into bitter 
fiscal] warfare with our cousins in the 
United States, as the result of which 
Great Britain would lose everything and 
gain nothings It would mean a practical 
severance far more deplorable than a fis- 
cal severance and wouid blight the fair- 
est hopes of the two nations.” 

In summing up, Lord Rosebery said 
that Mr. Chamberlain had not proved 
his case and that the evils of which he 
compiained existed only in his imagina 
tion. A real remedy for any 
conditions could be reached by stimulat- 
ing practical, technical and commercial 
eaucation, reducing the national expen- 
diiture and the drink bill ofthe peopie, 
encouraging the growth of cotton witnin 
the empire, teaching commere@ia] travelers 
how to study the tastes of the people they 
visited and through other simp.e and 
practical steps, ‘‘wnich would be a bet- 
ter training for race competition than 
mandates for negotiation with foreign 
countries,”

THEY ARE HELD

‘Rule issued Against Presi-| 
: dent Smith, of L, & N, 


and Others. 


Savannah, Ga., November 25.—In the 
United States court today Judge Speer 
issued a rule for contempt against Pres- 
ident Milton H, Smith, of the Louisville 
and Nashville railroad; W. Hale, super- 
intendent of the fourth division of the 
Seaboard Air Line railway, and W. B. 
Denham, superintendent of the second 
division of the Atlantic Coast Line rail- 
way, Ordering them to show cause why 
they should not be attached for contempt 
for disregarding the order of the ¢ ourt. 
The case in contempt proceedings will be 
heard at Macon, December !4. The case 
in which the proceedings were had is 
that of the interstate commerce commis- 
sion against the Louisville and Nashville 
railroad, the Florida Central and Pen- 
insula railroad and the Savannah, Flor- 
ida and Western railroad, in which they 
claimed that the rates on the P. and A. 
division of the Louisville and Nashville 
railroad to River Junction, Fla., in con- 
junction with the rates from that point 
to Savannah, were so high and so un- 
reasonable as to be prohibitory. On 
July 2t, 1903, Judge Speer rendered a 
decree which sustained substantially the 
contentions of the United States com- 
merce commission. The decree was ac- 
cepted by the railroad officlals named 
above. Since the service of the decree 
the railroads have paid practically no 
attention to the terms of the decree in 
conseuence of which the United States 
commerce commission filed today the 
complaint that the injunction order had 
been violated and asked that the court 
issue a rule against the defendants. The 
rule issued accordingly.

Governor Scott Writes of Bloody 
Work of Moros 


He Says There Can Be No Peace or 
Order in the Jolo Group So Long 
as Present Conditions Pre- 
vail—American Sol- 
diers Murdered. 


Washingtcn, November 25.—A strong 
picture of conditions in the Jolo group of 
the Philippine archipelago is contained in 
a letter from Colonel H. L. Scott, the 
governor of that group, to Colonel Clar- 
ence Edward3, chief of the insular bureau 
of the war department. The letter, which 
is dated Sepfember 23, is made public as 
an explanation of the campaign now 
waging in the Jolo group. In it the 
writer says: 

“T find that the condition is one ¢of 
peace so long as the big Moro chicfs are 
allowed to have their own way unre- 
servedly, to rob and to steal and enslaye. 
The sultan is a man of no power of his 
own, and must depend on the chiefs, who 
may or who may not do what he wishes.

Slayer of Edwards and His 
Son Makes Statement on 
Stand. 


Columbus, Ga., November 26.—(Special.) 
The second day of the trial of the Bartow 
Nix murder case was a legal battle from 
beginning tc end. Only a few of the 
thirty-odd witnesses summoned in the 
case Were examined, the greater part of 
the day being consumed with argument 
on the part of the attorneys as to the 
admissibility of certain testimony. Much 
of the testimony was ruled out. 

The boy's attorneys have conducted a

He 
Said that he did not carry his gun with 
him on the day of the tragedy because 
he was looking for the Edwardses, as he 
did not know they were cutting the oats 
until he arrived on the scene. He stated 
that he asked Mr. Edwards three times 
to leave the field, saying that the court 
had awarded the land to his father;

that he shot the elder Edwards and then 
his son, Jeff, in self-defense, Jeff also 
shooting at him ((Nix) twice, but not hit- 
ting him. 

The trial of the case will probably con- 
Sume another day. The court reom has 
been crowded with spectators, among 
them being quite a number of ladies, 
members of the two families, and inter- 
est in the case is intense. It is the first 
time in the history of Muscogee county 
that a !7-year-old boy has been on trial] 
charged with double murder.
